lasting impress upon the age In which 
they lived than did Leo XIIL, who has 
Just passed away at the Vatican, ex- 
nibltlng in his closing hours such phys- 
ical vitality, mental vigor, moral cour- 
age and spiritual serenity as come rare- 
ly tn human experience. 


Pope Leo's place in history will be 


"with that of the greatest and most be- 
nignant of the Roman pontiffs. It may 
be doubted if any of those who wore 
before him tbe mantle of St Peter ev- 
er succeeded in captivating the imagi- 
nation and interest of the civilized 
world as did the late pope. None of the 
valiant old men of his generation—- 
neither Gladstone nor Bismarck—made 
such a wonderful impression as did tbe 
aged Leo. He possessed a marvelous 
individuality, which was heightened by 
Iris remarkable vigor and tenacity in 
old age. At ninety, when he gave Ben- 
jamin Constant a sitting for bis por- 
trait, the French painter was aston- 
ished at the brilliancy of his intellect. 
Yet with serene poise and strength he 
passed on for three years more to his 
Jubilee, retaining for more than a quar- 
ter of a century that papal power 
which, it was «upposed, was conferred 
for only a short time upon a feeble old 
man in 1878. He proved one of the 
strongest in physical endurance as well 
as in mental qualities that had ever 
been elevated to the papal throne. 


As the head of the Catholic church 


tbe achievements of Leo XIII. are 
memorable. Even those not In the Ro- 
man communion freely admitted his 
greatness, while to the devout Catholic 
he was the personification of goodness. 
He was both statesman and priest, and 
his views, like his ambitions, were of 
the widest His services as papal nan- 
do at Brussels gave him that stamp of 
the diplomat which never left him. In 
close touch with .the affairs of many 
nations, his extraordinary memory, his 
fresh and earnest Interest in the on-go- 
ings of the world, made bis contribu- 
tions to passing history of peculiar sig- 
nificance and value. 


In America the late pope seemed to 


take an especially vivid Interest, which 
was evinced In wise counsels to his 
people, In this country on many ocea-

From the time he was elected pope the 


city of Rome has been In the occupa- 
tion of the king of Italy and has indeed 
been the political capital -of Italy, the 
laws of that kingdom paying no atten- 
tion to the previous laws and formali- 
ties which the secular state supplanted. 
But the Influence of the pope as a spirit 
of education and of light has extended 
to the most remote portions of the 
world. 


Above all other popes, and somewhat 


beyond his own record In earlier life, 
Leo XIIL has been a liberal politician. 
He has hailed the future rather than 
deplored the loss of the past He has 
been one of the captains in the move- 
ment for universal education and has 
striven to make education and morals 
confide in each other. Not a single 
Bcandal from Rome in bis papacy has 
been conveyed to the world. He has 
shown a friendly disposition to the 
•world and could himself take place in 
almost any learned faculty or congress 
and hold his own in general knowledge 
with scientists, belles-lettres men and 
doctors. 


Elected pope In February, 1878, he 


was then almost sixty-eight years of 
age, and he had been for thirty-two 
years the archbishop of one quiet city, 
Perugia, which once belonged to the 
papal states, but stood high among the 
old Italian republics or feudalities for 
its painters and men of gifts. This re- 
gion, generally called Umbria, pro- 
duced the highest triumphs of art in 
Raphael. In Perugia -and its province 
the archbishop was as distinctly the 
foremost citizen or sutject as the late 
Phillips Brooks undoubtedly was in 
Boston or Henry Ward Beecher in 
Brooklyn. 


He was born at A mountain town In 


the Apennines, not far from Rome, 
called Carptneti, on March 2, 1810. To 
this little place of about 5,000 people 
his ancestors had been .expelled from 
Siena about 350 years before. They 
were nobles in Siena, "but bad taken 
part against their countrymen when 
the Medici of Florence resolved to 
conquer and annex Siena. This inde- 
pendent republic, inspired with pas- 
sionate hatred against Florence, made 
a memorable defense, but the odds 
were too strong. 


Retiring into tbe state of the church, 


the pope's family, named Peccl (pro- ] 
nounced Pechi), formed new friend- j 
shins, and the pope's fathor was a count

the Hot Springs two years ago be- 
cause she re'iuBed to marry him, were 
killed by a mob at Basin, Wyo. C. E. 
Pierce, a deputy sheriff, was killed 
during the attack on the jaiL 


It was reported to Sheriff Fenton 


last Wednesday morning that a mob 
was coming up to the Basin from Hi- 
attsvllte and Toaslfp for the purpose 
of lynching Gorman and Walters. As 
a measure of precaution the sheriff 
took these two men and a horse thief 
out of the Jail and secreted them in 
a gully near town under guard of Dep- 
uty 'Sheriffs Felix Alston and C, E. 
Pierce, Gorman managed to slip his 
handcuffs and make his escape. He 
swam the Big Horn river, an \mprece- 
dented feat, and made for the moun- 
tains. A posse of seven men quickly 
organized, and Gorman was recap- 
tured Sunday about 50 miles from. 
Basin. 
•• 


At night a mob of about BO 
1 un- 


masked men rode up the east bank of 
t$ri0ig Horn and cQWjJelled the ferry- 
man to carry them across the river. 
They made no demonstration until 
they entered Basin, when five shots 
•were fired as a warning. The mob 
proceeded at once to the county Jail 
•and fired a volley into the jail. Deputy 
Pierce and Special 
Deputy Meade 


were guarding the prisoners at the 
time. One bullet 
grazed Meade's 


•shoulder and entered Pierce's heart 
Members of the mob then quickly 
procured two telephone poles and bat- 
tered down the jail doors. They first 
-came to Walters, who was crouched 
In his cell piteously begging for 
mercy. No needless torture was re- 
sorted to. Walters was shot instantly. 
The mob next found Gorman, whose 
body was pierced by five bullets, and 
was left presumably dead. He lingered 
for several hours, however.

Jackson, Ky., July 20.—The con- 


vening of One special grand jury to in- 
vestigate -cases arising out of the 
feud has caused much apprehension, 
as renewal of feud troubles is brewing. 


The special jury was called by Cir- 


cuit Judge Redwine to investigate the 
charges of attempting to bribe B. L. 
Ewen not to testify against Curtis Jett 
and Thomas White in the Marcum 
murder case and of arson for the 
burning of Ewen's hotel, after he had 
testified. 
In the event of a general 


Inquisition, it is conceded that per- 
sons highly connected will be Involved 
and that trials for the killing of Dr. 
Cox and Town Marshal Cockrill will 
follow close on the second trial of 
Jett and White for the murder of 
Marcum. 


Arson Suspects Held. 


' Crawford and Tharp are still held 
on the charge of firing Ewen's hotel. 
Both are teamsters for Hargis Broth- 
ers and are being ably defended. As 
Ewen was held in camp by the sol- 
diers while his bouse was burning, he 
is not a witness in the arson cases, 
but he is the main witness in the 
bribery case, as well as the only eye- 
witness to the murder of Marcum. 
For that reason it is feared that trou- 
ble may begin when Ewen returns 
here from Lexington to testify against 
a well known citizen for offering him 
$5,000 cash If ho would not testify 
against Jett and White. In anticipa- 
tion of the worst, Ewen, while in Lex- 
ington, made his will and arranged all 
his affairs. 
About $4,500 was raised 


for him by popular subscription after 
he lost everything he had in the in- 
cendiary fire, and this he has fixed 
for his family, his wife and part of 
his children being here awaiting his 
return. 


No Arrests For a Year. 


This town has been kept quiet un- 


der martial law. The militia' hkve 
been continually here for two month*. 
After the killing of Town 'Marshal 
James Cockrill there was no one to 
make arrests for over a year until 
the soldiers arrived in May. Then 
City Judge 'Cardwell, who had been a 
prisoner in his own house for 18 
months, resumed holding court. The 
town trustees have Just appointed Jo- 
seph Newland as town marshal, who 
is considered one of the bravest men 
In the mountain districts. During the 
past seven years seven men have held 
this position. Four of them were killed 
while on duty and two of the other 
three were forced to resign. 


It is expected that the special grand 


Jury will complete its work this week, 
so that tie attorneys, witnesses and 
others can go to Oynthiana, where the 
next trial of Jett and White for mur- 
dering Marcum begins on Monday, 
July 27. 


'Captain Ewen's Departure.

moral irresponsibility failed to save 
Louis Harmon from a sentence of ex- 
treme punishment. After deliberating 
four hours the jury found him guilty 
of murder in the first degree, without 
recommendation to mercy, the finding 
carrying with it the death penalty. 
Harmon was one of three ex-convicts 
who,

Eighty-light Indictment* Returned In 


Rioting Case In Cvanavllle. 


Eransville, -Ind., JuAjr 
M* — The 


grand 
Jury of Vanderbuif county, 


called together by Judge louis 0. 
Rasch to investigate the reorat riots 
here, adjourned after returning 88 In- 
dictments. Nearly 40 of the men are 
negroes. The report says: "It has 
been conclusively established that the 
unfortunate affair of the night of July 
6 was brought on by riotous hoodlums, 
who were encouraged by the presence 
of the great crowd. The soldiers were 
attacked by the mob and fired in self- 
defense. 
While some were, perhaps, 


killed who were not actively engaged 
in the assault upon the soldiers, still 
their 
presence 
under the 
circum- 


stances aided and encouraged the law- 
lessness." 


The following arrests were made on 


warrants sworn out by the grand Jury 
in connection with the recent riots 
here- Thomas Winfrey and Charles 
Walters, charged with burglary; Ben 
Dennis, Birty Smith and Duncan 
Young, colored, charged with riotous 
conspiracy;

Peking, July 20—According to dip-

They believe it is becoming 
plain that Russia is willing to fight 
Japan if convinced that no other pow- 
ers will assist her. The Russians are 
confident of their ability to easily de- 
feat Japan.

Japan into beginning hostilities. They 
regard Russia's consent to opening 
ports in Manchuria, the czar's prom- 
ised visit to England and the occupa- 
tion of the Korean border as parts of 
that policy.

struggle will be continued this week. 
An application was prepared which 
will be presented to the circuit court 
for an injunction to restrain the team- 
sters from interfering with the com- 
pany's business, either in the trans- 
portation of freight or in the delivery 
of goods at the plant. A new factor 
entered the field in the interests of 
the Kellogg company in the form of 
the American Anti-Boycott 
associa- 


tion, which, it is averred, represents 
the business interests, with a capital 
of $1,000,000,000.

At thirty-three Archbishop Pecci, as 


he now was, appeared In Brussels ac- 
credited to King Leopold, who was the 
uncle of the royal family of England. 
An interesting account of his gentle 
yet democratic intercourse Is to be 
found in the "Life of Charles Lever," 


two Pecci boys, of whom Joseph was a 
Jesuit. He was three years older than 
his brother. These boys went home to 
their mountain town ou holidays, and 
the pope was an active hunter and 
fowler In the mountains. Rome was to 
them like any American city to a fami- 
ly which lived In the neighboring coun- 
try and spent the winters in the city. 


The name of the pope was Joachim 


Vincent Raphael Lodovlco Pecci. lie 
always went by the name of Vincent 
Pecci until at a certain period after his 
mother's death, when he became gen- 
erally known as Joachim Pecci. 


He became fluent in the Lutln and 


wrote verses and orations In it and 
gained prizes. After his mother's death 
he lived with his uncle in the Mutl 
palnce In Rome. He somewhat knew 
I'ope Loo XII. and chose his papal 
jiarne with reference to that prelate. 


He matriculated in 1830, graduated a 


.doctor of theology In 1832, which was 
the time that he adopted the name of 
Joachim, and he entered the diplomatic 
class in the university culled Sapicnza, 
or Wisdom, in 
Rfline. Among hl8 


friends and classmates were such no- 
bles as Duke Sforza of the old Milan 
lords. 


He was acquainted with Leo, as well 


as with Pius VIII., who lived but a 
Rbort time, and then cnme Gregory 
XVI., In whose household ho was one 
of the prelates. 


He first attracted special attention 


during the cholera In Rome In 1837. 
when he was twenty-seven years old. 
lie hod nerve in an unusiinl degree, 
and bis intrepid services among the 
cholera stricken people marked him 
among the more timid ecclesiastics as 
a man who could be of use to them In 
the dnrigorous condition of the country. 


Mnde n full priest in the Church of 


St. Stanislaus, in Home, Joacllhn 1'eccl 
wns made nt the age of twenty-eight 
governor of Hencvento, n small state In 
Naples about seven miles square arid 
oulj a day's jnurnej from that city. 
r>ene\ento had nivon the title of Prince 
of Renevento to Talleyrand, the cele 
brated French diplomatist, who in his 
enrlv life had been a Catholic bishop. 


The little state \vns full of reaction- 


ary gnerrlllns- and brigands The young 
rulei* wrnt there under the general ox- 
iwtntlon that he would bo tho victim 
of Uolence. 
Fortunately for him, he 


w<is almost immediately taken ill with 
tho typhoid fever, and his death was 
supposed to be certain. This calamity 
softened the nature of the people, and 
they began to talk about this intellectu- 
al young priest who had exposed bis 
life in Home to the pestilence. Instead 
Of antagonizing him they formed pro- 
cessions and wont to public prayers in 
his behalf, and when be rocmeivd it 
was looked upon as In the nature of a 
miracle. 


They were mistaken, however, as to 


his worldly force. 


There lived In a mountain fastness In 


the state a celebrated brigand named 
Pa«qualo Colletta, who had a band of 


the novelist, who at that time lived In 


fourteen murderers, and they had com- 
mitted every species of offense. 
The 


priest governor laid his plans well, and 
one day the people were surprised to 
see come Into the town, tnnnacled and

Brussels and was writing some of his 
novels. He and the future pope be- 
came warm friends. 
So did the king 


nnd queen take most cordially to the 
nuncio. 


He busied himself mainly In rearing 


up the Catholic schools and universi- 
ties of Belgium, which had gone into a 
decline. Ills acutoness on political af- 
fairs was such that Leopold one day 
enld to him, "You are as clever a poli- 
tician as you arc a bright churchman." 


Always moderate and always learn- 


ing, 
Archbishop I'ecci was also active 


for his church nnd raised money in Bcl- 
Rluin to found a college in Rome to ed- 
ucate tho priests of that country. 


Before he returned to Rome in 1840 


he visited London with letters to Vic- 
toria and Albert and was by them well 
entertained, and lie mingled among the 
'iost people in England and took close 
observations upon tho country. 
This 


species of intercourse no doubt broad- 
ened bis mind and made him see that 
tho modern world could not be reduced 
to the hnjrcrnrd outlines of Italy. 


From London ho wont to France and 


paid a visit to Louis Philippe, who was 
dangerously near his fall. 


When he got to Rome Pope Gregory 


was dying. 


Pecci was well acquainted with Car- 


dinal Ferattl, who soon became Pius 
IA., and that pope made him archbish- 
op of Perugia at the age of thirty six. 
Nearly at the same time the new pope 
granted a general amnesty for political 
offenses and was for a time regarded 
as a man of libc.ral Intentions. 


It was fortunate for Archbishop Pec- 


ci that he could retire to a distance 
from Rome in the mountains toward 
Tuscany and exercise his prerogatives 
without becoming invohed In the rig- 
ing political passions at the Eternal 
City, where very soon Mazzini, Gari- 
buldl and others revolutionized Rome 
and formed a triumvirate of dictators 
and had to stand a siege by the French, 
nt the close of whl"h the pope was so 


, 
, 
, 
„ 
, heartily frightened that he revoked bis 
under guard, the chief of the band aud , ,lbcrnl (lisposltlonS- 
every one of his myrmidons. In spite 
of their threats, promises and penitence 
they were exocutQd. 


Poccl now turned his attention to tb<* 


lawless nobles who hud countenanced 
mi(h trespasses, and when one of these 
undertook to browbeat him and threat' 
ened to go to Rome nnd have him re- 
called the governor said, "Marquis, be- 
fore you get to the Vatican you shall 
pn*s through the castle of St. Ancelo." 
This was the state prison nt Home, and 
Its nnme was ominous. 


A feeling grew that this young man 


had upeclnl powers with the pope. Evil 
doers hastened to get out of hla territo- 
ry or make their pence. 


He nenrched the lawless cnstlcn, be- 


gan to build good roods, examined nnd 
lowered the taxes, made the collec- 
tion of the revenue effect IT*, and thus 


Retired to n city of about (50,000 peo- 


ple, the archbishop of Perugia, as IMS 
been said, lived there thirty-two years, 
or down to the year 1S78. lie was a 
universal reader, nnd among the wise 
snlnts In the Cntholic age he chose St. 
Charles Rorromeo ns n man to Imitate, 
the giver of his riches to alms nnd edu- 
cation, lie thereupon gave bis ndml to 
the study of education In Peruglrt. 


He made up his mind In the first 


plnee to educate hla clergy thoroughly 
nnd to see thnt their hnblts were Indus- 
trious nnd pure. Next he set npon the 
education of the npper classes, ninny of 
whom were contemptibly Illiterate, 
Finally he cnme down to the children. 


At one time the revolutionary ele- 


in rerujrla nroae, and A conflict 


took place between rh«m and the pnpnl, 


In 18">4 he was made a cardinal, and 


this entitled him to take part In the se- 
lection of future popes. 


Glancing back for a moment at these 


dates, wo will see that the pone was 
born in the year after Gl"dstone. that 
he became a full priest near the clo«e 
of General Jackson's administration 
and that he became nrchbi-hop of Pe- 
niirin at the time of our Mevu all \\ar 


His habits d d not differ at any time, 


lie was remarkably I'lbor'ous of a 
•spare frame, with n bis'i, c-ipncious. 
forehead, a large mouth, a full, long 
and expressive nose and an expression 
(f thorough refinement, purity and 
acuteness. 


Being a nobleman of the best class of 


Italian descent and of a nation iuime- 
rnonally ard»nt for knowledge and lov- 
ing tli» arts he was also destitute of 
FO<irnf-,s and had convictions without 
being opinionated. 


None could impeach his private life 


lie was ever accessible to his priests 
and to those people who required him 
as a spiritual friend, but be also had 
high spirit and when browbeaten dis- 
closed something like a military power 
within, and he could use indignant 
words. He was too worldly wise to be 
cheated, too discreet to commit himself 
In either word or deed except as his 
judgment and conscience were touched, 
nnd after the Italians In 1SGO overran 
Ms state they found that he was a dif- 
ficult man to handle In that he kept on 
the side of intelligent public opinion. 


In short, he was a pope in spirit, rep- 


resenting the antiquity and authority 
of the church long before It was proba- 
ble that he would fill the pontifical 
chair. 
He rose to this distinction at 


last by having deserved it. 


Though it Is probable that he was 


i not unmindful of the honor and influ- 
ence of that great office, he knew too 
well that to reach it in this dangerous 
age he must deserve it by a combina- 
tion of character, of courage and of 
wisdom. 


In 1SGG the French troops were with- 


drawn from Rome, and the pope was 
left to such an army as he could him- 
self create. The Italians, however, six 
years previously had overrun Sicily 
and Naples, annexed Tuscany and oth- 
er states, and finally Venice, and were 
determined to occupy the papal states. 


At this time Cardinal Pecci addressed 


the priests in words which should be 
common to all churches, saying: 


"The moral conduct of the priests is 


the mirror into which the people look 
to find a model for their own demean- 
or. Every shadow, every stain, Is re- 
marked by the vulgar eye, and the 
mere shadow Is enough to make the 
people lose their esteem of priestly 
worth. It Is Impossible that a priest 
who lays himself open to such re- 
proaches or suspicions, who has the 
name of being self indulgent, interest- 
ed and of irregular living, should give 
forth that fragrance of a pure life, that 
sweet odor of Christ, which witnesses 
to our worth and to our doctrine. The 
two great means which the Divine 
Master declares to be indispensable In 
our high ministry are holiness and 
knowledge." 


In 18G9 he made an effort with the 


king of Italy to rescue poor clerical 
students from the military conscrip- 
tion. "The burden of military service," 
he said, "must inevitably fall on all 
young men who have devoted them- 
selves to the clerical career. We are 
deeply 
saddened by this: we 
are 


frightened by the thought that so 
many parishes will ask us for pastors 
while we shall have none to give them; 
thnt so many pious populations will 
nsk for the food of Christian instruc- 
tion and the comfort of the sacraments, 
nnd that no one will be found to min- 
ister to them, and that, such n state of 
things continuing, there Is nothing to 
prevent religion from dying out In 
these country places for the very lack 
of hands to cultivate it." 


The government now sequestrated 


nearly all ecclesiastical property, seiz- 
ing upon the residences of the bishops 
»nd the church revenues and making 
exceptions where It snw fit. 


At one time blo<xlshed was threaten- 


ed In Perugia, when the archbishop 
came upon the scene and by his coura- 
geous aud calm Interposition prevented 
a conflict 
He pardoned all the mal- 


contents who had been put down in 
1S59. When the Swiss garrison of Pe- 
rugia undertook in I860 to resist the 
Sardinians the cardinal in vain at- 
tempted to prevent a battle. He was 
unable to prevent the execution of one 
of his officials, who was shot by a 
court martial for having borne arms. 


Soon civil marriage was commanded, 


with penalties to parish priests for in- 
terposing. 
In 18G2 lie was sued be- 


cause he hnd admonished some of his 
priests who hnd subscribed n cordial 
address to a republican priest leader. 


lie Issued nn address against modern 


pplritunltsm. saying thnt "religion and 
morality must condemn the use ot 
these mysterious agencies, whatever 
truth might bo- in them, by unprinci- 
pled.

destroyed. It is false that any Catno- 
lic holds tho temporal dominion to be a 
dogma of his faith. Such an assertion 
can only ha\e come from the Ignorance 
or the wickedness of the enemies of the 
church. But it is most true and must 
be evident to any intelligent mind that 
there is a very close connection be- 
tween this temporal power and the 
spiritual primacy." 


In 1SG1 the Italian minister of wor- 


ship demanded that the clergy re- 
nounce their allegiance to Pius IX., 
when Cardinal Pecci wrote a joint let- 
ter to the pope, standing by him. 


He protested against the confiscation 


of the mountain monasteries, which 
would yield no nn onue to the king and 
turn into the world a parcel of helpless 
ecclesiastics. 


When he was made cardinal the 


prince imperial of Germany was pres- 
ent among man}' distinguished stran- 
gers, and when he catne back to Pe- 
rugia all the people turned out to con- 
gratulate him. Especially did the Um- 
brian"academy receive him with a lit- 
erary entertainment. He gave a splen- 
did feast, and tho city was illuminated. 


When his sih er jubilee came around 


In 1871 and the pope sent his congratu- 
lations the Italian military authorities 
stood back, really liking the cardinal. 
In 1877 the pope held his fiftieth anni- 
versary or jubilee as a bishop. 


The Italian parliament, sitting In 


Borne, brought in a clerical abuses bill, 
but Pins IX fnlvninfltod p?ninst It nnd 


the government. 


The pope now made Cardinal Pecci 


camerl ingo, or viceroy, of Rome when 
the pope should be absent, and this of 
course raised the highest expectations 
as to bis future promotion, for he had 
but one step more to go. 


Pope Plus IX. died Jan. 7, 1S78, and 


the next day King Victor Emmanuel 
died in the Qulrlnal palace in Rome. 


In some parts of the world it was ad- 


vocated that a new pope should not be 
allowed to be elected. Cardinal Pecci 
altered the old habit of having the 
pope's corpse lie in the Sistine chapel, 
where the people would have thronged 
within a limited area and perhaps call- 
ed for the interposition of the police. 


Cardinal Pecci set 500 men to work 


to prepare a place for the conclave to 
meet and at once closed this conclave 
to the outside world. Ten days were 
allowed to expire after the pope's 
death, according to rule. On Sunday, 
Feb. 17, the devotions were concluded 
by a pontifical mass, and the next day 
everything was ready for the conclave. 


But the Quirinal palace was now in 


tho hands of the royalists. 
Sixty-one 


cardinals met on Monday morning in 
tho Pauline chapel, only three in the 
world being omitted—one French, one 
Irish and one American (McGloskey), 
the latter being on his way.

covered 300 acres, and the combined 
exhibit buildings were contained in 
an area of 15.1 acres. The Trans- 
Mississippi Exposition at Omaha was 
built on a 150 acre tract and the ex- 
hibit buildings covered an area of 9.3 
acres. 


The builders of the 1904 expositlor 


at St. Louis ave profited by the ex- 
perience gained in the construction 
of former expositions. Thus it has 
been possible to construct more buil- 
dings with greater dimensions and of 
more approved design, at a less cost 
and- in a quicker time than was done 
in Chicago. As an instance of the 
benefits derived by St. Louis from 
the Chicago experience may be cited 
the work of the draughtsmen. 
In 


ChicagoTO architectural draughtsmen 
and 15 construction engineers were 
employed. In St. Louis a considera- 
bly greater work was done by 39 ar- 
chitectural draughtsmen and 5 con- 
struction engineers. 


The enormous proportion of the 


Loiisiana Purchase Exposition may 
in a measure be appreciated when the 
official statement is given that 38,- 
000 horsepower is reqnired to drive 
the machinery. 
At Chicago 12,000 


horsepower was all that was utilized. 


These figures, eloquent in then> 


selves, do not begin to reveal the 
magnitude of the Exposition at St. 
Louis as compared with all previous 
fairs. It is in the exhibits where

advancement is 


shown. In spite of the colossal size 
of the great exhibit structures, there 
will be 
a 
greater 
display on the 


grounds surrounding them than will 
be shown within the actual walls. 


Comparison with the Chicago fair 


indicates that 
any 
fears that the 


World's Fair will not be completed in 
time for the 
opening on April 30, 


1904, are unfounded. At this writing 
in July, the liberal arts, varied indus- 
tries, education, electricity and ma- 
chinery palaces are practically com- 
plete 
Manufactures and mines and 


metallurgy are nearing 
completion. 


Transportation is half unished, and 
the agricultural palace will be fin- 
ished by the time i he snow flies. The 
palaces of horticulture .and forestry, 
fish and game are to be completed 
about the sametime. Work on them 
has begun, and the contractors have 
given bond to the exposition manage- 
ment that they will be finished on 
time. As late as the middle of Au- 
gust in the year preceding the Co- 
lumbian exposition, the contracts had 
not even been let for the festival 
hall, the anthropological and service 
buildings. 
It will be remembered 


that Chicago was visited by a torna- 
do in April the year before -the open- 
ing of the exposition and the walls of 
the manufacturer's and liberal arts 
building were 
leveled. 
This was 


Chicago's largest building, and was 
not nearly so far advanced as either 
the 
transportation 
or agricultural 


palaces in St. Louis, and the most 
backward of the big buildings here, 
and yet the big Chicago building was 
ready for the opening. In Chicago the 
rigors of winter delayed operations 
delayed operations for several months 
while in St. Louis, with its milder 
climate, the work may progress prac- 
tically throughout the winter months 


The advantage 
Chicago 
derived 


from her frontage on Lake Michigan 
is more than equelled by the delight- 
ful shade that is everywhere on the^ 
Louisiana 
Purchase 
Exposition 


grounds. On three sides the City of 
Knowledge is bounded by virgin for- 
ests, and large trees cover many sec- 
tions of the grounds 
Even in the 


"mam picture," in jthe eastern por- 
tion of the ground where tho f' 
trees were removed to make way for 
the exposition palaces the landscape 
stretching along the main boulevards 
rows of silver maple trees, from one 
foot to eighteen inches in diameter 
have been set. They provide much 
shade, and with the forest trees will 
assist in maintaining a temperature 
several degrees lower than that pre- 
vailing in the city. In Chicago there 
there was practically no shade save 
that afforded by small trees on ^the 
wooded island. 


Visitors will find the amusement

der a tree and ran off and enlisted 
in the army. In time he became an 
officer and got 
the cross of honor. 


Then he thought he would return to 
his native town. 


"When, with a long furlough, he 


drew near the town, he recalled the 
bottle of beer he had buried and ho 
dismounted from 
his 
charger 
on 


reaching the 
well-remembered tree, 


and dug the bottle up and carried it 
to his former master. 


" 'Old man,' he said, 'you sent me 


after beer five years ago. Here is 
the beer now.' 


"The master embraced him, con- 


gratulated him on his success in life 
and opened the bottle to share with 
him its contents. 
Such excellent 


beer neither had ever drank before. 
It was like old wine. The master as 
soon as he learned that it was burial 
that had so much benefitted bought 
1,000 
bottles of beer, buried them, 


and five years later sold them at a 
great profit, for everybody that tast- 
ed the new drink loved it. 


"In time the 
secret 
leaked out. 


Brewers everywhere came to know 
that beer, by lying, improved. 
So

to Ireland to keep the National party 
there loyal, peaceful and oiderly. Fran- 
clu died suddenly, and Cardinal Nina 


i succeeded him. The pope spoke of be- 


I ing "compelled to see beneath our eyes 
1 in this Koine, the center of the Catho- 
lic religion, the progress made by here- 
sy, heterodox temples and schools built 
freely and in great number " 


The pope addressed himself to the 


good will of Bismarck, who really held 
Italy up. Tho Italian government sold 
the property of the propaganda and put 
the church catechism out of the prima^- 
ry schools, iiany pilgrims, however, 
came to Rome bringing gifts. Leo made 
a peace, rather recklessly broken by his 
predecessor, with the ernperor of Rus- 
sia, and some of the grand dukes came 
to see him. Tie sent crosses to Asiatic 
rulers and softened their natures. De- 
prived of some barren mountains and 
miasmatic plains, be cultivated far 
abroad the amenities of society and the 
human heart not all depraved. 
He 


made a hierarchy for Scotland, shrewd- 
ly saying In the tone of Walter Scott 
"The remains still extant of church ed- 
ifices, monasteries and other religious 
structures bear splendid testimony to 
the piety of the ancient Scots." 
He 


stopped the silly feuds between \ arious 
kinds of ruffian Christians in the Turk- 
ish parts and gave this confidence to 
Cardinal Dr. Walsh in 1885. and Mr. 
Parnell was unable to lead the Irish 
cause after bis social slip. 


In Germany eminent Catholics like 


Dr. Dollinger and Prince Hohenlohe, 
both of Bavaria, attacked the papal 
doctrine of infallibility as encouraging 
rebellion against the civil rulers under 
Jesuit interpretation. Italy was then 
the ally of Germany. What was called 
"the old Catholic church," or Jansen- 
ists, was built up to neutralize the 
Jesuits. The word "knltur kampf," or 
learning's conflict against 
sixteenth 


century 
Catholicism, was Invented. 


Bruno, the priest philosopher and 
friend of Galilei, was given a statue in 
Rome, where he bad been burned. In 
1873 the Jesuits had been driven out of 
Germany by Bismarck. But the pope 
saw the political influence his friends 
could wield by organization in the Ger- 
man parliament led by Von Wlnd- 
thorst and he extended to Bismarck 
the hand of friendship, which dis- 
armed him. 


The pope was actually chosen by 


Bismarck for mediator between Ger- 
many and Spain over some forsaken 
islets in 1883. Leo gave Spain the sov- 
ereignty and Germany a naval station. 


Such has been the Influence on the 


better angel of the Vatican, whose ac- 
tive and brotherly spirit wore itself out 
visiting and assisting his fellow men.
